IS PREDICTION 


Both passenger cars and trucks of 


future will be propelled entirely by 
electricity in the opinion of Dr. Chas 
P. Steinmetz, electrical wizard. Dr. 
Steinmetz said as much 
yesterday 


during an interview 
in Boston, in 


which he also said that the electrical 
company with which he is connected 
Is now working on an electrical pas- 
senger car which will have a speed of 
from 35 to 40 miles an hour, against 
the maximum speed of 25 miles an 
hour of today. 


Dr. Steinmetz said that the great 


problem to be solved in 
connection 


with the use of electrical vehicles is 
to have a sufficient number ol bat- 
tery replacement stations to make the 
use ol storage batteries possible.

ENGLISH SOIL 


FAILS TO MEET 


HOME NEEDS 


London.—The arable land in Eng- 


land and Wales decreased still further 
last year, a recent government report 
has shown, and fears are expressed 
that soon the -day will come when this 
country will grow less of the cereals 
it needs than it has even produced be- 
fore . But, to the Englishman, there is 
one consolation in the government re- 
port. Mutton chops, 'boiled potatoe; 
and golf, three of the most popular 
factors in .the life of England, 
are 


still well provided lor by the soil. 


That much can be gleaned from only 


a hasty glance through the govern- 
ment report. It pointed out that, al- 
though the land under crops continues 
to be less'and less extensive, 
acres, 


bearing permanent grass increased by 
189,000 last year. And these acres can 
be used to graze sheep, or serve as 
fairways for the man with the mashle. 


As a matter of fact, grass lands are 


being used more and more for both 
purposes. New bunkers and greens 
greet the eye where bunkers and 
greens never were »e*n before. Breed- 
ing ewes, the source of the inescapable 
English mutton, increased by 
92,000 


in the 12 months covered by the gov- 
ernment report. 
During this same 


period the total acreage of potatoes, 
which along with brussel sprouts make 
company for the mutton in millions of 
meals, was 561,000. The previous year 
the potato crop embraced 558,000 acres 
and before the war, only 435,600 acres. 


The report recorded substantial 


creases in the, number of cows and 
calves, but the number of farms de- 
creased by 5,418. Acres planted 
in 


-Wheat are 10,000 fewer than a year ago 
and the barley area has dropped to 
130,000 acres below the pre-war aver- 
age. It may or may not be significant 
that beer, in which barley has a part 
was imbibed in far less quantity In 
England last year than 
previously

Dr. Forbush Tells C. 


of C. Seriousness 


of Crime Wave 


There was a good attendance at the 


Chamber of Commerce luncheon .and 
meeting at the Rockdngham last'nlght 
and. all listened to ihe addresser Dr. 
W. B, Forbush with much interest. The 
•talk was on the subject of -honesty and 
the speaker dwelt on the trait .of crime 
which we have inherited from our 
earlier ancestry. 


He called attention to the fact that 


honesty is a recently recognized quali- 
ty in mankind. He gave an interesting 
array of facts showing the alleged rea- 
son for the increase in crime — "crim- 
inal waves" he called it 'and, showed 
that the age of offenders had gradual- 
ly .decreased and numerous boys, all 
under age are 'implicated. 


He said- the automobile .has been a 


crime mover in many ways'. Not only 
in the ease with this property c.ould be 
stolen, -but its use'ln ,the "get away" 
after a crime had -been committed. The 
situation is -serious In the estimation 
of the speaker jind demands Immediate 
and serious consideration.

It Includes the investigation and the 
analysis of the case, which resulia in 
constructive work being done to en- 
able the person or •families to help 
themselves, to get a new 'start in life 
and become productive agents again in 
the community.' That they" must help 
themselves stands to reason, for the 
social worker or the other agency can 
but give the people effected an oppor- 
tunity to and provide the means by 
which they may again become estab- 
lished. Relief Is, of course, essential in 
many cases but more often it Is en- 
couragement and oppodtunitles that 
do the most effective work. He ex- 
plained that man Is measured by his 
mind and it is the work of the social 
worker, to find what capacity the case 
lias for helping themselves and of mak- 
ing the most of what they have. 


Social work leads to a better under- 


standing of the people. One does not 
try and judge everybody toy their own 
standard. It has a broadening effect 
and racial or religious Intolerance can 
nave no part In it. The social worker,— 


the suppression of crime. The younger 
folks should be taught lasting lessons 
of honesty. This applies not only to 
national movements, but -to -community 
life • as well. There must : ba closer
